“ Ho w do yo u ascertain the speed o f 
a vessel? ” is a questio n frequently ad­ 
dressed to naval men, and an explana 
tio n will then fo re, pro bably be o f inter­ 
est to man y read ers. 
There are severa1 
method s, tin« co mmo nest and mo st an­ 
cient being by the use o f the “ lo g.” 
T h i s instrument con sists o f three parts 
— th e lo g ship, the line and the marks. 
The lo gship is a piece o f wo o d abo ut 
half an inch thick and shaped like a 
quadrant, with a piece o f lead let in 
ro und the circular edge to make it flo at 
perpendicularly n the water. It is slung 
by lines at each angle, the three lines 
being jo ined to gether abo ut two feet 
iro n) the lo gship. 
Two o f the lines are 
securely fixed to the ship and tin* o ther 
has a bon e peg at the end, which, being 
pushed in to a ho le in the ship, tempo ­ 
rarily fast« n s it there. 
From tie1 poin t of jun cture of the three 
lin es a suflioien t len gth is measured , 
gen erally about 100 feet, to take the 
logship welI d e a r of the ship's wash. 
This is called the “ stray lin e” an d is 
marked with a piece of bun tin g. 
From 
the 
bun tin g is measured 
-G feet 75 
in ches, an d the lin e marked here with 
a piece of leather. Then an other -17 feet 
¡5 iuchrs is measured off an d marked 
with two kn ots, then an other space 
the same len gth, and 
marked with 
three kn ots, an d so on as far as seven 
kn ots. 
Halfway between each hatch of 
kno ti» on e sin gle kn ot is mad e. The lo g 
lino is then ready fo r use. 
The space between the kno ts is fo und 
fro m the simple little rule o f thro e sum: 
As 2,b00 seco nds (number o f seco nds m 
an ho ur), 28 seco nds (length o f sand 
glass), 0,0M) feet (number o f feet in a 
nautical mile); length o f line required 
— which wo rks o ut to 47 feet ¡5 inches. 
To uso th« * lo g fo ur perso ns are re­ 
quired— two men to ho ld the reel o n 
which the line is wo und; the quarter­ 
master, t > ho ld tho glass, and the mid­ 
shipman o f the watch, to heave the. lo g. 
The. last nam« *d puts the peg firmly in 
the lo gship and t hen gathers three o r 
fo ur e< iIs o f line in his hand, sufficient 
to admit o f the lo g.-hip being thro wn 
well clear o f tin ship, lie asks, “ (do ur 
glass, quart fii aster? ” 
“ Cl a' glass, tii!” co nies the reply, 
and o v ri 
mi go the lo gshipai d line, 
4ho ro e! rapid ly revo lving. 
Presently 
the mid d y b is the piece o f hunting 
pa: *ibg through his han d , and he gives 
the ord er, ‘ Turn.” 
The quartermaster 
turns the glass and watches the sand 
while o ne “ ret lo r” ho lds the reel well 
o ver his h ad, so as to give the line fair 
play. 
When 
1 he sand has run o ut, 
“ Sto p!” cries the quartermaster. 
The midshipman grasps the line, as­ 
sisted by the o ther ro elcr, and lo o ks fo r 
the nearest kno t, finding a single o ne 
clo se to his hand. Then the line is haul 
ed in, and fo ur kno ts appear, which 
signify that the ship is go ing fo ur and 
a half kno ts thro ugh the water. 
The 
jerk o f the line draws the peg fro m the 
lo gship, which no w flo ats o n its flat 
side and is easily hauled in. 
When a 
ship ingo ing o ver fo ur kno ts, a 14 sec­ 
o nd glass is used, the speed being do uble 
that sho wn by the kno ts o n the line. 
Ano ther metho d in use is the patent 
lo g. 
This is alto gether mechanical and 
co nsists o f a lo ng cylinder with clo ck­ 
wo rk inside it and fo ur tins o n the o ut­ 
side. it is to wed astern o f the ship by a 
line made last to a swivel in tin« head 
o f it. 
As it is dragged thro ugh the wa 
ter the fo ur fins make it revo lve, actu 
ating the clo ckwo rk inside, which rcgix 
ters o n a series o f dials the number o f 
kno ts run. This lo g has to be hauled in 
every time o ne wants to read it, hut 
there is ano ther kind where the fan is 
to w* 1 astern and the dial is a fixture 
in the ship. This is < ailed a “ cherub.” 
These logs are n ot always accurate, 
an d are con stan tly verified when n ear 
lan d by cross bearin gs— that is, the 
hearin gs of two well kn own poin ts art} 
taken , an d the position so obtain ed is 
marked on the chart, the time of oh er 
vation bein g n oted an d the read in g on 
the paten t log.

G o l é mi mI IB111 in mu Are C h e a p C o m ­ 
p a r e d W i t h S o m e o f T h e m . 
“ The majority of people when asked 
to name the most precious metals usu­ 
ally mention gold as first, platinum as 
sccnuh I and silver as third ,’’ said the 
proprietor of a large assaying and retin 
ing t stab lislnnent to the writer recently. 
“ Now, Jet us see how near the truth 
they would b e. 
Gold is worth ab out 
$350 per pound troy, platinum # 130, 
and silver ab out # 12. 
“ We will now compare these prices 
with those of the rarer and less well 
km \vu metals. 
To take them in alpha 
b etical order b arium, the metal which 
Davy isolated from its ore, b aryta, in 
m>11s for # 950 a pound when it is 
sold at all, and calcium is worth # 1,800 
a pound. Cirium is a shade higher. Its 
cost is # 100 an ounce, or # 1,920 per 
pound. 
These b egin to look like fab u­ 
lous prices, b ut they do not reach the 
highest point, chromium b eing # 200. 
Cob alt falls to ab out Halt the price of 
silver, while didymium, the metal iso­ 
lated b y Masander, is the same price 
as calcium. Then conies gallium, which 
is worth # 3,250 an ounce. 
With this 
metal the highest price is readied, and 
it may well he called the rarest and 
most precious of metals. 
“ Glucium is worth # 250 per ounce; 
indium, # 150* iridium, # 658 a pound; 
jaiithanium, # 175, and lithium, # 160 
per ounce, Nidium costs # 128 per ounce; 
osmium, palladium, platinum, potas­ 
sium and rhodium b iing respectively 
# 640, # 400, $130, $32 and # 512 per 
pound. Strontium costs $128 an ounce; 
tantaum, # 144; tilurium, # 9; thorium, 
$272; vanadium, $320; yttorium, $144, 
and zinoonium, # 250 an ounce. 
“ Thus wo see that the commonly re­ 
ceived opinion as to what are the most 
precious metals is quite enoimous. 
Ba­ 
rium is nearly four times as valuab le as 
gold and gallium more than 160 times 
as cosily, while many of the other m e t­ 
als mentioned arc twice and thrice as 
valuab le. 
Aluminium, which cost # s 
and # 9 a pound in 1890, is now pro­ 
duced as cheaply as arc iron, zinc, lead 
and copper.“ — Washington Star.
